Convention Work. 

I feel like prefacing my 
marks upon this subject 
((notation 


re- 

this subject by a 
from brother Beer's 
introduction to the covering e ob- 
ject, in Evahoeust No. 17. I 
would tike to say something that 
everybody would agree with. 
But as I have been somewhat 
unfortunate in that line of work 
for the last forty years, I can 
scarcely hope to strike a chord 
in such perfect unison. However, 
I am elw ays sure to have some* 
body on my side. 

A convention has been appoint- 
ed, to be held at Milford, Indi- 
ana, on the 21st of Sept. next, 
which is only a little over four 
months bence. And right here 
I meet with a difficulty : I don't 
know whether to Bay : a conven- 
tion ot Brethren churches, or of 
the Brethren church. I "assume 
the attitude," that it is to be a 
convention of Brethren churches. 
However, in either case, the next 
question arises: 

WHAT IB THE OBJECT OF THE CON- 
VENTION ? 

Nobody seems to know exact- 
ly, or at least nobody has been 
willing to explarn. I asked a 
few paragraphs of questions some 
time ago, uone of which have 
been very well an ewe red yet. I 
have a whole chapter more, bnt 
one gets tired of asking when he 
is not answered. Perhaps one 
reason ie that nobody feels him- 
self properly appointed to make 
answer. And that tells me that 
there is a lack of appointment or 
organization. 

And bo, as I regard it to be 
high time that we should know 
something a little more definite 
as to the object and intent ot the 
convention, I will make a few 
■uggestious, which may bring 
the subject more clearly to the 
attention of the churches. And 
here let me say farther, that 
even if all may not agree with 
the sentiments of this article and 
others in the same series, let ue 
reason upon the point* until we 
can agree upon something. And 
let as do this in a friendly way, 
as brethren ought to do, and 
thus get ready for a good time at 
the convention. Let us argue 
the points and not abuse the dis- 
putants. 

In my humble opinion the first 
work of the convention should 
be to form an Association of the 
Churches, or in other words a 
Brotherhood of Ch urches. It 
does not really seem to me that 


we have any such a thing as a 
Brotherhood now. 

For oar own good, that is, for 
the personal advantage of the 
Booth Bend church, or my in- 
dividual good in this church, we 
are not aware that we have any 
need ot a convention. ' Possibly 
others may .see that we need it, 
but we do not ; except that we 
leel that under more favorable 
circumstances we might do bet- 
ter work outside of our church, 
and consequently receive more 
grace. I alio feel that I might 
be more useful to others under a 
better system of government, or' 
perhaps it would be better to say 
a more systematic organisation. 
I am in favor of a Brotherhood 
or Association, with clearly de- 
fined articles of the union. I 
find that this will be necessary to 
maintain harmony between the 
churches, if that be desired. If, 
however, we do not wish to form 
any Brotherhood or Association, 
then we have no need of a con- 
vention. We agreed at Dayton 
that we would all use the Gospel 
as oar creed and discip'ine. 
And it works charmingly where 
we come together twice and three 
times a week to read that book, 
and teach it and practice it, and 
admonish each other to oar 
duties, bat the churches, do not 
thus convene and work. 

Then again. We want to do 
work outside our own church 
which we cannot do alone. We 
can do part of it, and would like 
to join with sister churches in 
doing the whole. We wish to 
have Brethren cb arches organ- 
ized in many places where there 
are none now, and can give a few 
dollars toward that work, and 
are willing to throw in our mite 
with others who will join us. 
We have a desire to contribute a 
small amount annually toward 
the support of an educational 
institution, if a satisfactory or- 
ganization for that par pose were 
emonjr as. We need literature 
very badly, and will contribute 
toward its support when oppor- 
tunity affords. For all these 
ends and purposes we need an 
Association, regularly organized 
and folly and legally equipped 
for business. We have now 
been at work over three months 
and have never held a collection 
for missionary purposes, because 
there is no mission fund or or- 
ganization to contribute ts. 

Another suggestion. In order 
to ferm such a brotherhood, the 
convention should be a mass 
convention, made up of all the 
churches, in person or by proper- 
ly instructed delegates. To be 
properly instructed it will be 
necessary to know what will be 
brought before the convention, 
and then those subjects should 
be discussed by the churches. 
All this will require time. Hence 
the importance of going to work. 
First, then, shall we have a 
Brotherhood ?

When we found that success was 
not possible, we withdrew with- 
out asking, or even hoping for a 
dollar. We are now a poor, 
struggling body without the nec- 
essary conveniences to observe 
all the ordinances of tbe church 
ot Christ, aud yet those possessed 
of large means, who were lormer- 
ly our brethren and still oiiyht 
to be, would stipolatu a fixed 
price that we must pay if we 
would occupy the churcb for an 
hour or two. We have often 
been admonished and it is also 
the desire ot most ot our mem- 
bers to cultivate a feeling of 
good-will toward our former 
brethren ; but their treatment of 
ub is so "chilly" that it is difficult 
to mai in hi Li that spirit ot charity 
that Christians ought ever to 
manifest toward one another.
